The comparatively new industry 
started in this section in 1951 when 
a group of rice experts made sur- 
veys and collected information 
which made the Gleu i 
for the rice industry. 
At that time’ rice was selling for

‘| from $6 to $12 a bushel and accord- 


ing to information gleaned 32 per 
cént of all rice consumption. in the 
United States is on the East Coast 
including about 5 states that can 
be reached over night from. the 
Glades. Other factors which pointed 
toward a paradise for the rice in- 
dustry was the drainage system 
used by vegetable growers, which 
when .reversed, provided sufficient 
flooding for winter rice crops and 
the summer rains which were nat- 
ural flooding for rice fields. It was 
also pointed out that flooded rice 
fields were frost resistant and that 
rice could be produced cheaper 
than a crop of winter vegetables 
farmers in. this section were expect- 
ed to support the industry. 

. As a résult of these findings two 
Texans planted 160 acres of rice 
whith produced a high yield of 80 
bushels to the acre. Most rice pro- 
ducing areas averaged around 50 
bushels to the acre. Res 

The success of the experiment 
and the soundness of the findings 
created an enthusiastic interest in 
the industry which resulted in the 
formation of the Glades Riee Grow- 
érs Cooperative, made up of farm- 
ers throughout the Glades. Mem-

jharvest them. Still other fields were 


struck by blight and fine healthy 
plants burned and died. When the 


harvest was over the yields were so 
low that it put money of the would- 
be rice growers out of business and 
Plans for the new mill did not ma- 
terialize.

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Fans Take Heat Off Family one 
Here's How Rooms Can Be Kept Cooi 


By IRA MILLER 


Farm Electrification Bureau 


In a vague sort of way most of us 
know why we feel cooler when the 
air rushes in through the open win- 
dows of our moving automobile on a 
hot day. “The outside temperature 
remains -the same, but the breeze 


makes us feel’tooler. Why? Simply |. 


because the moving air increased the 
raté of evaporation of moisture from 
our skin. An electric fan in the home 
acts the same way as the air rushing 
in the car's windows. 

A fan of the right size, and -prop- 
erly located, maintains a constant 
circulation of air throughout an en- 
tire’ room. Fans circulate a given 


number of cubic feet of air per min- 


ute (CFM), and this data appedrs 
on their respective nameplates. So 
to get the right size/6f fan or .fans 
< you need you should know the cubic 
deet of air in the room to be cooled, 
and the rate at which you want the 
air circulated. The cubic feet of a 
room is-determined by multiplying 
the length of the room x"the width 


x the height. The rate of circulation | - 


required depends on the. climate ir 
which you live. If you’reside in hot 
climates you'll want to circulate the 
air at least once per minute. In mofe 
moderate climates, a 2 or 3*minute 
air circulation cycle may be ade- 
quate. 

Day and night cooling operations 
vary. On hot days, close the windows 
and doors, and draw the shades ‘to 
keep the cooler air indoors, Then 
turn on the type of fan you have 
according to Figures 1, 2 or 3. For 
night cooling, warmer inside air 
must be exhausted and cooler out- 
door air drawn in, The inlet for 
cooler air should be 2 or 3 times that 
of the outlet for warmer inside air. 
The outlet should be 1% times the 
diameter of the fan blades. Figures 
4, 5 and 6 show how night cooling 
can be accomplished satisfactorily.
